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Why prisoners riot 


On making a bomb...

To make a bomb, you first build a 
strong enclosure; when pressure builds 
inside, it explodes. And you have an 
Attica. 

Riots are not caused by conditions of 
poor food, overcrowding, poor facilities 
and prison personnel as many would 
believe. Rather, these are pre-conditions 
that build the pressures; what explodes 
the bomb is not the explosive inside, but 
the fuse that ignites it. 

“Riots, like crime and violence,” said 
criminologist Vernon Fox speaking at 
Wednesday’s session of the Symposium 
on Criminal Justice, “are reflections of 
the stress points of transition....They are 
never planned; they blow....They occur 
not where there is freedom or oppression, 
but rather where their is medium or high 
morale involved with the tensions of 
transition.” 

Riots, Fox continued, are never 
planned. When prisoners plan something 
it will turn out to be. strike or 
demonstration or sometimes self-inflicted 
injuries. During these situations of stress 
however, an otherwise insignificant 
incident, perhaps a fight between an 
inmate and guard, will trigger he 
explosion. 

Referring to the patterns of a riot, Fox 
compared them to the game of football, 
“Each game is different, but the 
principles remain the same.” Fox has 
categorized these principles into five 
stages of a prison riot: explosion, 
organization, confrontation, termination, 
and reaction and explanation. The latter, 
Fox explained is usually the most 
important of these since how the prison 
officials explain the causes and why they 
reacted as they did will set the pattern for 
future incidents. 

The key to a riot is the reaction of the 
prison administrators. “If they are caught 





stated, is it impossible for a riot to be 
terminated through negotiation. But “it’s 
the relationships one builds, rather than 
the actual negotiations that count,” Fox 
added. During this process, you can 
Strengthen the positive relationships you 
have with the prisoners, sometimes you'll 
agree with their wants, while at the same 
time you wait for their group cohesion to 
disintegrate. Then you offer them an 
honorable way out. 

Fox added that administrators should 
consider the feelings of the inmates as 
human beings, have a knowledge of 





human behavior as well as consider the 
political consequences of the 
confrontation. . 
with their finger in their ear,” Fox 
continued, “the explosion will very easily 
get beyond them.” Fox continued, 
stating that unless the administration can 
isolate and contain the disturbance within 
the first hour, the inmates will organize, 
select their leaders and secure hostages. 
At this point, the confrontation 
occurs. To Fox, however, the showing of 
force is mostly to please the political 
constituents above you. Only rarely, Fox 


“Why didn’t the administrators at 
Attica consider the use of bullet-proof 
vests and go in there with billy clubs to 
break up the disturbance, or use stun 
guns before going in and shooting 
wantonly at inmates.” Fox added, citing 
that although most people refer to the 43 
killed at Attica they neglect that another 
350 prisoners were wounded. 

Fox noted that there is a tenuous 
balance between “controlling” behavior 
and “changing” behavior. The emphasis, 
he said should be on the latter if any 
rehabilitation is to be expected. He 
proposed more up and down 
“communications” in the prison systems 
between inmates and officials, including 
the use of self governance for inmates. 
Fox also suggested the upgrading of 
prison personnel, selecting 0: training 
them to better understand the inmates 
and their repressed feelings. 

“Prisons are a reflection of the 
societies they serve,” Fox stated. He 
related that for reform to take place in 
the prison, it is imperative that society 
itself change itself as well as its attitude 
about prisons. 

Fox has proposed a “Doctrine of 
Minimum Standards” be adopted and 
that prisons become accredited 
institutions. With this “accreditation” 
most inmates would be under a uniform 
rehabilitative process which will 
hopefully give them a greater chance of 
success. 

Fox proposes this doctrine of 
minimum standards replace the current 
“doctrine of least eligibility” which 
currently is used. Under this doctrine, 
currently the standard operating 
procedure for prison systems, prisoners 
are to get no more than the least 
advantaged law abiding citizen. Unless 
this is changed, Fox said the conditions 
that lead to riot will do just that.

Care to call a chimp your brother? The 
revolutionary discoveries of Jane Goodall 
have made it so that man must eithe: 
redefine himself or accept the chimp as 
his brother. 

Next Tuesday, the heroine of a 
twentieth century fairy tale will be on 
campus to tell of her life with the wild 
chimpanzees. The Baroness Jane Van 
Lawick Goodall will be featured in this 
semester's first convocation next Tuesday 
at 11:45 a.m. in the Men’s Gym. 

Though the chimpanzee has _ been 
known to science for over 300 years, and 
although because of its amazing 
resemblance to man, the small ape has 
been used extensively as an experimental 
animal, no attempt has been made to 
study him in his natural! habitat until Dr. 
Henry W. Nissen made a field study in 
French Guinea in 1931. 

Dr. Goodall explains, “The primary 
aim of my field study was to discover as 
much as possible about the way of life of 
the chimpanzee before it is too 
late before encroachments of civilization 
crowd out, forever, all non-human 
competitors. Second, there is hope that 
results of this research may help man in 
his search toward understanding himself 
Laboratory tests have revealed a 
surprising amount of insight in the 
chimpanzee the rudiments of reasoned 
thinking. Knowledge of social traditions 
and culture of such an animal, studied 
under natural conditions, could throw 
new light on the growth and spread of 
early human cultures.”’ 


The chimps, which she had 
traveled so far to study, were not among 
the most sociable animals in the world. 
They would not allow her to come any 
closer to them than 500 yards, hardly 
close enough to make any real 
observations. With persistence, however, 
Miss Goodall first managed to move up to 
100 yards and finally, after having gained 
the chimps trust, to sit among them. 
Soon she was able to recognize the 
chimps as individuals. She named them, 
funny little names (old friends, fictional 
characters, just anything that came to 
mind). 

In her close association with the 
chimps, Miss Goodall made many 
discoveries about these little apes. 
Contrary to popular belief, Chimps are 
omniverous, Miss Goodall has observed 
chimps not only eating termites and small 
animals, but actually hunting down small 
animals, bush buck and colobus monkeys, 
For years man has been defined as the 
only “tool making animal.” Miss 
Goodall’s chimps not only use natural 
tools—they soak up drinking water from 
holes in stumps by crumpling up leaves 
and using them as sponges they also 
modify, make, tools for their use. Chimps 
fish for termites in termite hills. To do 
this they first take a stick and strip off all 
the leaves and twigs and then they stick it 
down the termite hole. The termites 
singlemindedly bite down on the stick 
and are drug out only to be eaten by the 
waiting chimpanzee. This discovery

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Food stamps

California’s college population 
will soon feel the pinch of 
welfare reform if the recently 
enacted measures go into effect 
on schedule. Due to become law 
on Feb. 1, 1972, the new 
measures will cause the majority 
of college students who rely on 
food stamps to seek other means 
of assistance. 

Under present _— regulations, 
students are eligible for food 
stamps as long as their income is 
below a certain level and if they 
have no more than a thousand 
dollars of cash assets. Also, 
members of a household 
receiving aid in the form of food 
stamps must buy, store, prepare, 
and cat food separately from 
members of the household who 
do not 

According to the new 
legislation, college students 
hoping to receive stamp 
assistance must not only eat, 
prepare, store and buy their 
food separately, but they must 
also live separately. In other 
words, no one will be granted 
food stamps unless they live 
either alone or with their 
immediate family. Likewise, no 
one under 21 will be allowed 
these certificates unless they are 
living with their family (which 
has been declared eligible for 
aid) 

If these measures appear to be 
rather discriminatory toward 
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students and other persons 
involved in communal living, it ts 
because they are meant to be. In 
an effort to cut off aid to those 
who abuse the system, the new 
laws have hurt a group that is 
really in need of the help 

Most students need to live with 
roommates to share expenses in 
order to survive, especially those 
with limited funds. Yet, the new 
regulations will remove these 
students from the food subsidy 
program with the exception of 
those whose family lives within 
commuting distance and those 
who can afford the luxury of 
living alone 

This discrimination, however, 
may be considered a necessary 


evil. According to a Sacramento 
County welfare worker, the 
welfare offices have been 


literally flooded with college 
students seeking aid ever since 
school started this fall. This has 
made it virtually impossible for 
them to take care of all the real 
needs of their community. 
Obviously the welfare program 


needs to be revamped. The 
dilemma with these new 
measures is that they will 
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New welfare - ouch!-pinch 


eliminate some abuses at the 
cost of cutting off needy 
students while allowing other 
abuses to remain. 

A typical example of abuse is 
the college student who lies to 
his worker about his living 
situation. He lies to her knowing 
that she is so swamped with case 
work that she will never get 
around to making a home visit 
to check out his story 

Another invitation to abus . 
the rule that requires the worker 
to accept a client’s word on his 


first visit and grant food 
stamps on this basis. Under these 
circumstances, it is possible for 
someone to get off the freeway a 
block from the welfare office, 
drop in, get his food stamps, and 
hit the road again. This kind of 
thing can go on, yet a college 
student in real need hasn't 
chance to obtain aid 


Regretfully, in the past too 
many students got food stamps 
in an effort to “beat the system” 
or to get something for nothing 
Well, it worked they not only 
beat the system, but they broke 
it. Overloaded to an extreme, 
the obvious solution was to cut 
someone out of the aid program. 
When this happens, the innocent 
go with the guilty. 

Good news to many is that the 
Welfare Rights Organization has 
taken to the courts the issue of 
the constitutionality of these 
and other welfare reforms. These 
rulings will determine the fate of 
the food stamp program as a 
government subsidy for 
students. 
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Sharing any of PSA's 160 daily flights is a gas. And

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Normally the focus of Caravan is toward on-campus events, but 
our attention is forced off-campus for the moment. 

Little more than a week ago, AB 946, a bill supported by State 
College Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke, was defeated in the California 
State Legislature. The bill would have allowed the Trustees to charge 
an “educational fee’ in the “amount and manner they deem 
necessary.” Its defeat was undoubtedly a big disappointment to the 
Trustees, but they, under the leadership of the Chancellor, have 
some other tricks up their sleeves 

An alternative plan involves taking the “wolf” of tuition and 
dressing it in the respectability of “progressive education.” Though 
the first mark of this beast appeared in the newsletter, “The 
Chancellor Comments” in February of this year, it appeared publicly 
in an article in the Sacramento Bee on March |1. Among “proposais 
to revamp” the state colleges were plans to “confer degrees based on 
academic achievement rather than solely on credits, units and 
grades.” It could “Transform the student's role from that of a 
unit-seeking, credit-collecting undergraduate to a scholar seeking 
4ppreciation and skills in basic areas of knowledge.” In the last 
paragraph the article states that the “state college administration 
says it hopes to begin pilot programs insome of the colleges by next 
fall.” 

Well, it's ‘next fall” now and the Chancellor has chosen three 
state colleges from which to build his so-called innovations. These 
three campuses have interesting elements in common. Sonoma State 
College is one of the only two state colleges which do not have a 
student government. This is where the Chancellor has set up his 
commission headed by President McGrath of Sonoma State. The 
second college is Bakersfield State College which is the other state 
college that does not have a student government. The third college is 
San Francisco State College whete President Hayakawa all but 
destroyed student government by taking away nine-tenths of its 
funding. As you can see, the Chancellor picked the weakest links 
hardly the mark of a program likely to be well accepted 

This first phase of the Chancellor's program began with the 
institution of CLEP tests. At San Francisco State, for example, eight 
hundred entering freshmen took the CLEP test and as a result more 
than three hundred of them were declared “Instant Sophomores’ 
Thus, at 4 time when some leading educationalists are discussing the 
need for a fifth year because of the fantastic amounts of new 
knowledge discovered in the past ten or fifteen years, the Chancellor 
‘has decided to create a three year college. The Chancellor's facade of 
progressive education hardly hides the antieducational, economic 
nature of his plans 

Certainly this “Instant Sophomore” status may have its appeal to 
many students, especially those who are economically oriented and 
would just buy a degree if it was available. Even to “life onented” 
students, the CLEP test might be some advantage. Those who have 
already mastered the so-called essential skills would then have an 
extra year to explore, thus effectively providing that fifth year of 
education. It that what the Chancellor has in mind? In the February 
issue of “The Chancellor Comments” he says, “I recommend that v-* 
develop a fair and equitable system whereby students not pursuing 
and making a satisfactory progress toward a degree or credential 
objective be charged the full cost of instruction, and that those who 
on their own volition take work in excess of that required for the 
degree or crede-tial also be charged full costs.” Evidently the 
Chancellor has gotten a look at automobile assembly lines and has 
decided to institute his own degree factory. This will mean that the 
Chancellor can add | 2,500 new students to the state college system 
He calls students who don't rush through a “burden to the state” 

Another way of shoving students off the campus is the 
“application of modern technology to higher education”. He 
Suggests television instruction, correspondence courses, self-study 
taped lectures, and study guides to comprise programmed learning 
Amazing enough, he does mention on-campus instruction in passing 
This way, the Chancellor says, the college “can extend college 
opportunities to many more students on a self-support basis, with a 
consequent reduced demand upon on-campus educational facilities 
and resources.” You notice that the Chancellor will say “educational 
fee’ or ‘‘self-ssupport basis” rather than tuition. He thinks he can 
hide the wolf by calling it a sheep. The Chancellor's next sentence is 
one to especially pay attention to. He says that this “would also 
provide for the giving of degrees through extension, and the 
consequent upgrading of current extension offerings” 

If we look at the minutes of the October 1 2th meeting of our own 
Faculty Senate Curriculum Committee, we the agenda 
“Concurrent Extension Enrollment.” This program allows students 
who have not been accepted by Sacramento State College to enter 
classrooms which have not been filled up by paying about $60.00 
for the class. The plan appears to be to increase the number of 
concurrent extension students each semster as rapidly as possible 
see pg.

Ending the Exploitation

It appears that the majority of students 
here are not concerned with current 
corrections problems. Attendance thus 
far for the “Attica and After” symposium 
has not been substantial. Such was the 
case when Milton Lugar, Director of New 
York State Division for Youth, spoke in 
the Little Theatre Tuesday 

Lugar is curmntiy working on a 
Program of using ex-offenders as staff 
members in corrections work He 
maintains that it is not a matter of letting 
ex-offenders work for them. they are 
already working in prisons. It is now time 
to pay them, to stop exploiting them 

Corrections officials complain about 
people not hiring former prisoners. By 
doing this, they are being hypocritical 
because they are not hiring these people 
themselves. When asked to hire an 
ex-offender, directors usually conjure up 
the worst one they know. But there are 
many who can be worked with, in whom 
the corrections officers have faith. It is 
these people Lugar wants in corrections. 

Lugar began by trying to explain the 
current institutional climate. “Then we 
can talk about why it's not a matter of 
giving ex-offenders a break, but why we 
need them to do a good job in the 
Correctional Department.” 

As an employee, he lived for three 
years in a penetentiary seeing things that 
most nine-to-five prison employees did 
not or ignored 

“With the exception of relatively few 
young people,” Lugar feels that,“it would 
probably be better if young people were 
not caught and sent to prisons or work 
farms.” Nearly all correctional 
institutions make them worse because 
they do not know what technique to use. 
Signals from the public are mixed. Some 
would like more community-based 
programs. While others feel that teaching 
prisoners how to follow rules and 
regulations is the only possible method 
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It is possible to make most people in 
the institution conform. The goal of 
many prison workers is to have a quiet 
eight hour tour of duty. Most prisoners 
are good as long as they are under 
continuous surveilance. Few people tell 
the correctional administration to 
rehabilitate Lugar said, “Quiet, 
controlling conformity has become the 
goal because of the public.” All it teaches 
the prisoners is mock respect. All it 
teaches the workers is to respond to 
superficiality of conduct rather than what 
lies underneath 

Prisoners are not taught new attitudes 
or change They cannot assume 
responsibility when released when they 
are always told what to do while in 
prison 

Generally, institutional workers are 
afraid of most prisoners. Afraid because 
they don’t understand their life styles, 
culture or language. To assuage guilt, the 
prisons hire psychologists and 
sociologists. Many college graduates sent 
to social! work schools make the mistake 
of adopting the medica! model in 
treatment. (1 am superior. Would I do 
what the prisoner has done? No. Then, he 
is sick. If he is grateful and listens to me, 
he may get better.) 


worker attempts to force his method on 
the prisoner 

If the corrections structure is not to 
collapse altogether, reforms have to be 
made within it. If any progress was to be 
made, it was decided that people who 
knew and understood the offender had to 
be fed into the system 

Lugar’s department received a grant to 
hire two men who had been through 
prison. The ex-offender wanted to be 
accepted by his fetuiow workers in his new 
position. They tried by emulating the 
social worker. The department, by 
approving of their attempt, caused them 
to forget their naturalness. Pressure drove 
them away from what they could offer 

When the mistake was rcalized, they 
began to look at what the ex-offender 
could really offer. They found the 
ex-offender unlike other workers to be 
available at all times. These new workers 
had access to areas where 
white-middle-class workers were afraid to 
go. They were able to draw back people 
who were turned off by the regular staff 

The department then established a 
team of after-care workers. Instead of | 
man for 50 cases, they used five men who 
were responsible for 250 cases. It was a 
mixture ot talent- an individual 





An error in departmental planning was’> 
the failure to provide a career ladder. The 
department began to pay tuition for 
those who wanted to go to college. They 
are now putting pressure on Civil Service 
to build paralle! tracks for ex-offenders 
and college graduates to provide equal 
pay increases and promotions. Lugar 
accused the unions of being the primary 
obstacle in achieving this 

There are currently 60 60 65 
ex-offenders (out of 3,000 institutional 
and after-care workers) employed in New 
York. Female ex-offenders have the same 
jobs and responsibility as men. There ar 
fewer women working because there are 
fewer women prisoners. The youngest 
ex-offender used on an hourly basis is 16. 

Lugar explained three methods by 
which they select the ex-offenders. They 
use crew chiefs and leaders in forestry 
work who are respected by others. For 
the last two months of their stay, they 
are made a staff member. They live in 
staff quarters and are paid. The 
department does this because it gives the 
offender responsibility and money for 
discharge. It also provides some incentive 
to others. 

A second method is to take someone in 
after-care- someone who has been out for 
1 year or two. Out on the street, they 
have sade it without administrators. The 
department needs them, they don’t need 
the department. Finally, they go into the 
State prisons and employ older parolees. 
Lugar said that these men are the best 
sources of staff. They know and 
understand, but cannot be conned or 
fooled 

The prisoner can identify with and 
relate to the ex-offender. He is sensitive 
to the fact that when he works and can

San Francisco, Ca. (AFS)- You enter 
the San Francisco Hall of Justice in single 
file, passing through a metal detector and 
signing your name. That applies to 
everyone--whether they're there for a 
traffic violation or a court appointment 
if you wish to attend The Soledad 
Brothers’ Trial, you go to a special 
window, produce identification, fill out a 
form and get a card entitling you to go to 
the third floor. The card also assigns you 
a seat number in the courtroom. 

When you get out of the elevator cn 


the third floor you are greeted by about, 


16 blue-uniformed, riot-geared members 
of the San Francisco police force. They 
are carrying 3-foot clubs in their hands, 
cannisiers of mace at their belts. A long 
rope forms a corridor which you walk 
down (with police on both sides) until 
you come to a table, where two 
brown-uniformed sheriff's deputies sit. 
You again show identification, sign your 
name in a book. 

The next step is to have your picture 
taken by a police photographer; then you 
pass behind a wooden partition—men and 
women separately-to be searched.

Women are checked by two police 
matrons. One goes over your body with a 
hand-held metal-detector, while the other 
meticulously searches (l:rough your 
pocket-book and coat (which you remove 
as you go behind the partition). 

Following the metal-detector, the 
matron then gives you a pat-search with 
her hands, and finally tells you to lower 
your underpants (and/or pantyhose) to 
make sure nothing is hidden in your 
crotch. Shoes-even sandals—are also 
removed and searched. Items inside the 
pocket-book, such as tubes of cream, are 
opened, sniffed, squeezed out to make 
certain nothing is hidden inside. 

Following the search, you go out and 
are greeted by perhaps another half-dozen 
sheriff's deputies, one of whom escorts 
you to your seat in the courtroom. The 
spectators’ section is sealed off from the 
front of the courtroom by a 
floor-to-ceiling metal and bullet-proof 
glass barricade, with swinging, cast-iron 
metal doors in the center that are kept 
locked at all times. Uniformed and 
plain-clothes deputies fill both sides of 
the courtroom.

For an ex-convict, “The Road Back” 
from prison to a productive life is long 
and difficult in an unfelling society. Such 
was the consensus of four panelists who 
appeared in the Little Theatre Wednesday 
as part of Cultural Porgram’s symposium 
on Criminal Justice in America 

Fach panelist described his 
Organization’s work in helping the 
ex-convict in his adjustment to life in free 
society. 

James Testa, National Director for 
Youth Development of the Seventh Step 
Foundation, described Seventh Step as a 
self-help organization for ex-convicts. 

“It was designed to work with what 
the state has termed the ‘hard core,’ or 
the person everybody else has given up 
on, the many-time loser, the guy who has 
lost for the most part his identification 
with free people in the community and 
any real belief within himself that change 
is possible,” Testa said 

He explained the goals of Seventh Step 
as bridging the gap between society and 
the “joint” and helping convicts prepare 
themselves emotionally and 
psychologically for release 

Before release, convicts attend 
pre-release classes where attempts are 
made to break down some of the barriers 
they may have about free people 
Post-release classes are also held to deal 


with problems the man is confronted 
with while on parole 

Other services provided by Seventh 
Step to both male and female ex-cons are 


employment, _ if available, housing; 
financial, legal, medical, and dental 
assistance; clothing; and foster home 
placement It is funded by the 


Sacramento Area Economic Opportunity 
Council, with a $65,000 per year budget. 

Testa blamed society's uninvolvement 
for its lack of awareness about what a 
convict must go through in prison and 
what he must face on release. “Most 
people who haven't been affected by the 
criminal justice process really just don’t 
give a damn about it.” 

According to Testa there are few 
employers who will hire ex-convicts and 
few people who don’t mind an ex-con 
living next door to them or who will give 
one a chance to ehlp himself 

He criticized the entire prison system, 
Saying, “When we take a man out of 
society and put him in a social structure 
that for the most part breeds on hate and 
violence and alienation and distrust and 
homosexuality, we can't realistically 
expect this person to come out a better 
man.” 

Misty Martin, who with her husband 
Joe founded Dismas House, a half-way 
house for ex-convicts, described the 
organization as specializing in the “cold 
turkey” - the hard core ex-con. “This is

the person who has nothing going for him 
on the street--no job, no friends, no 
family, no money.” She mentioned that 
often men come to Dismas House from 
San Quentin with 19 cents in their 
pockets 

The Martins, both ex-convicts, founded 
Dismas House in 1970 with their own 
money. It is now funded by the 
California Council on Criminal Justice 
and provides free room, board and 
medical, dental, and attorney services to 
ex-convicts. Dismas House also runs a 
pre-release program similar to Seventh 
Step’s. 

Mrs. Martin said that of the 246 men 
who have gone through the home in the 





last 18 months, the return rate is about 
4%, compared with the official state 
Halfway House rate of 30%. 

The average person who wants to help 
in these programs can offer to sponsor an 
ex-convict, provide housing or clothing, 
help with office tasks, or take part in the 
pre- and post-release programs. Thc<e 
interested should call Seventh Step or 
Dismas House. 

Other panelists were Angelo 
Bracamonte, Employment Director at 
Seventh Step, and Borghild Wick, 
Director of the Job Opportunity 
Foundation. Both arrange employment 
for convicts prior to their release on 
parole and try to persuade often-reluctant 
businessmen to hire ex-convicts, __

tria} in Oakland go through the same 
routine without the metal detectors 

On one level, of course, all of this is 
absurd. Huey Newton is free on bail. No 
one 18 going to stage a daring rescue 
attempt, there is no reason to smuggle 
anything whatsoever into the courtroom. 
If he tired of playing the courtroom 
game, he could just fail to appear. But the 
guards search you as meticulously as 
though they expected a massive assault 
In San Francisco, where the Soledad 
Brothers trial is taking place, spectators 
ultimately are locked into a small room 
with no outlet; the rear doors are locked, 
and the front of the room is blocked off 
by the cast-iron and bullet-proof glass 
barrier. 

If the spectators were left alone in 
their section of the courtroom, the most 
serious thing they could conceivably 
do-if they were disposed to do 
anything-would be to shout. The only 
violence that has ever been done in the 
courtroom has been when armed Tac 
Squad police entered and beat spectators 
bloody. If the Tac Squad had not 
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entered, it is inconceivable that the crowd 
could or would have done anything. Yet 
the S. F. Courthouse is guarded as though 
preparing for an artillery attack. 


But all of these seemingly-ridiculous 


“precautions” aren’t the result of a case 
of super-paranoia on the part of the 
various police departments. Rather, they 
are part of a calculated—and frighteningly 
successful- attempt to intimidate and 
discourage those people who would like 
to attend the trials of political prisoners, 
in the hopes that their presence might 
induce a slightly greater degree of justice. 
How many people, not already deeply 
dedicated to the struggle, are willing to 
pull their pants down in front of two 


police matrons as their price for 
exercising their rights as citizens to 
witness a public trial? 

Before these new practices were 


instituted—and before the bloody scene 
in the Soledad courtroom on August 
25th—the courtroom was always filled to 
overflowing, and large crowds waited 
outside. Now, there are rows of empty 
seats. Fear, not disinterest, keeps them 
empty.
